He then agreed with a 
comment that said the 
two hirings would, with 
benefits, cost the town 
$100,000 each. 

Miele’s last post about 
the issue was on Nov. 6 
saying “I still have to hear 
from her on why we need 
new positions." 

Disero said the discus¬ 
sion about the creation of 
the new positions came 
up during council budget 
workshops with staff. She 
said hiring an urban 
designer would save tax¬ 
payers money and the 
building inspector’s 
wages would come from 
building permit fees, and 
would not be at the 
expense of the taxpayer. 

Miele had approved a 
recent motion by Coun. 
John Wiens that staffing 


be reviewed and he voted 
in favour of the 2016 bud¬ 
get in principle at the last 
council meeting, Disero 

Miele also voted to 
approve the budget in 
principle, before it comes 
back to council for final 
approval in December, 
she pointed out.

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Townhouse development in St. Davids put on hold

A proposed 15-unit 
condominium develop¬ 
ment in St. Davids has 
been put on hold until 
January by the town of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake fol¬ 
lowing questions from 
residents and councillors 
Monday. 

Developer Richard 
Tanden wants to build 


single-story townhouses 
that would face Warner 
Rd. at 214 Four Mile Creek 
Rd. The property is cur¬ 
rently zoned for residen¬ 
tial and low density use. 

Tanden said the 1,400 
to 2,000 square foot bun¬ 
galows would appeal to 
empty nesters, including 
those who spend their 
winters down south. 

Staff recommended 
approval of official plan 
and zoning changes to 


permit the development, 
but various issues came 
up at a public meeting 
and in committee of the 

Jason Clarke, who lives 
on Four Mile Creek Road, 
said the proposed devel¬ 
opment would impact 75 
per cent of his back yard. 
The father of two young 
children said he is con¬ 
cerned about elderly peo¬ 
ple driving in the neigh¬ 
bourhood and requested 


barriers be erected on the 
cul-de-sac to stop run¬ 
away vehicles. 

He also asked for an 
eight-foot high fence for 
privacy, street lighting 
aimed away from his back 
yard and a limit on the 
height of the units. 

Warner Road resident 
Frances Berry said her 
back yard would be 100 
per cent affected by the 
development. 

She raised concerns 


about safety with 
increased traffic on 
Warner Rd. and only one 
access road proposed for 
the development. 

"The nature of the 
neighbourhood has defi¬ 
nitely changed in the last 
10 years,” added Berry, 
noting that it is no longer 
the rural setting she want¬ 
ed. 

Councillor Jim Collard 
wanted to see sidewalks 
included in the plans, 


noting that seniors don’t 
like walking on the street. 
The committee supported 
his motion to require that 
sidewalks be built along 
Warner Road if the pro¬ 
posal goes ahead. 

The committee decided 
to defer a decision on the 
application until January 
to give staff more time to 
consult with the develop¬ 
er and neighbourhood 
residents about the issues

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Point of View 

Councillors calling council 
dysfunctional... and worse 


This week was not a great week at 
council. 

It’s not the first time debate has 
turned nasty and personal, but it’s prob¬ 
ably the worst it has been yet. 

It’s difficult to stomach. 

Yes, there are some strong personali¬ 
ties on council, and very different 
approaches to governing. 

But surely there is a way to accom¬ 
modate different points of view without 
it turning ugly. 

While there have been rumblings 
about a dysfunctional council, Coun. 
Betty Disero voiced her dissatisfaction 
in public last night, calling on Lord 
Mayor Pat Darte to show some leader¬ 
ship, otherwise, she said, the council 

through the remainder of the term - 
which is another three years. 

That was on just one issue - it was 
followed by another discussion that had 
one veteran politician stand up and 

Coun. Jim Collard stood up to coun¬ 
ter a point made by Coun. Martin Mazza, 
who responded he didn't mind being 
rudely interrupted. 

It did appear on the livestream 
recording that Collard spoke before 
Mazza was finished, but it was difficult 
to see if the lord mayor as chair has rec¬ 
ognized his turn to speak. 


Whether or not he was interrupted, 
Mazza was definitely being soundly crit¬ 
icized for asking for further discussion 
before approving the 2016 budget, when 
he didn’t attend the budget workshops. 

Another councillor had to issue a 
reminder that not all councillors are 
retired and able to attend all afternoon 
meetings - certainly Mazza was not the 
only one who didn’t make it to the day¬ 
time sessions, or who was looking for 
further discussion. 

After council, other politicians used 
more harsh terms than dysfunctional, 
one calling the meeting a gong show, 
others saying council members looked 
like goofs (a polite translation), or kin¬ 
dergarten kids. 

Certainly no one should be proud of 
the behaviour of council Monday night, 
and all that was accomplished was to 
escalate the level of animosity. 

Debate around the council table, the 
airing of different opinions, even strong 
opinions, is good for the town. But it 
must be handled with respect and deco¬ 
rum, and that obviously isn’t happen¬ 
ing. 

There are ways to express opinions, 
and to disagree, without turning to per¬ 
sonal attacks. But that may not even be 
what all councillors want. 

Can leadership fix this? Let’s hope so, 
because there isn’t any other way.

A pacemaker for failing memory

Brain injuries affected 
thousands of military per¬ 
sonal serving in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. 

Most involved blast 
injuries and concussion 
and left those affected 
with cognitive and behav¬ 
ioral deficits, and signifi¬ 
cant impairments in 
short-term and longer 
term memory not unlike 
those observed following 
repeated concussions in 
sports such as football 
and the far more common 
neurodegenerative dis¬ 
eases like Alzheimer’s 
disease, fronto temporal 
degeneration (FTD) and 
Parkinson's disease. 

All three of the latter 
have been the subject of 
several columns in the 
health desk in the last 

In the case of the mili¬ 
tary personal suffering 
from memory deficits, 
considerable research 
effort and money has 
been put into examining 
ways in which memory 
deficits might be 
reversed. 

One ofthe mostintrigu- 
ing has been the use of 
deep brain stimulation 
through electrodes 
implanted in the tempo¬ 
ral lobe, the region where 
memories are initially 
processed before they 
become consolidated 
elsewhere in the brain 
through the strengthen¬ 
ing of selected existing 


connections and the 
establishment of new 
connections. 

Our modern under¬ 
standing of memory owes 
much to Eric Kandel who 
won the Nobel Prize in 
2000 for working out the 
structural and molecular 
underpinnings of memo¬ 
ry- 

He wrote a remarkable 
account of his personal 
survival (he is a Jew and 
just escaped Nazi 
Germany’s death camps) 
and his account of his 
remarkable work on 
memory in his 2008 book 
"In Search of Memory’! a 
book, I recommend. But I 

Epileptic seizures com¬ 
monly begin in the tem¬ 
poral lobe and should 
they prove to be intracta¬ 
ble to drugs, are the easi¬ 
est to correct surgically, 


by resecting the affected 
anterior (front) part of the 
temporal lobe much as 
Wilder Penfield pioneered 
so many years ago in 
Montreal. 

These days, it’s com¬ 
mon practice to implant 
arrays of electrodes into 
the suspected temporal 
lobe before or during the 
surgery to more precisely 
locate the source of the 
seizures. 

Those same electrodes 
also provide a handy 
means for studying short¬ 
term memory because the 
temporal lobes harbor the 
hippocampus and den¬ 
tate gyrus, which are the 
structures most involved 
in short-term memory 
and incidentally harbor 
nerve cells, which serve 
as the biological equiva¬ 
lents of GPS by providing 
handy information about 
our position (so-called 
grid cells). 

As Kandel pointed 
years before in the rela¬ 
tively simple nervous sys¬ 
tem of aplasia (a giant 
marine snail ideal for 
research on learning and 
memory), a stimuli deliv¬ 
ered shortly after an ini¬ 
tial memory, tend to con¬ 
solidate newly formed 
memories. 

Here we’ve come to the 
heart of the matter. Why 
not use deep brain stimu¬ 
lation in the temporal 
lobe of humans suffering 
from short-and longer 


term memory difficulties 
to help consolidate mem¬ 
ories before they vanish 
such as 'where you put 
those keys’ or ’where did I 
park my car in that park¬ 
ing lot at the mall 1 ? 

It's really a pacemaker 
for the brain or more spe¬ 
cifically a pacemaker for 
memory that investigators 
are looking at. 

So maybe those of us 
who struggle to make and 
hold onto memories, may 
have an assist soon from 
technology. It’s not far¬ 
fetched but might take 
few years before pace 
making for memory 
becomes a practical reali¬ 
ty- 

However it's a wonder¬ 
ful example of basic sci¬ 
ence (Kandel and others), 
clinical scientists, physi¬ 
cians and a big need, 
coming together to solve 
an immense problem. 


Dr. Bill Brown was head 
of neurology at the 
University Hospital in 
London before moving to 
Tufts University and the 
New England Medical 
Centre in Boston, MA.

Learn about seat belt 
safety - for both children 
and pets - this Saturday at 
the Virgil fireh al l. 

The Niagara-on-the 
Lake Community Safety 
Committee, along with 
the Virgil volunteer fire¬ 
fighters, Virgil Pet Valu 
staff and members of the 
St. John Ambulance car 
seat safety team will be at 
the firehall to raise public 
awareness about the 
importance of wearing 
seatbelts (pets included), 
and to educate drivers on 
the proper use of child 
car seats and booster 

The primary focus of 
the event will be on child 
car seats and seat belts 
for pets, says community 
safety committee chair 
Cathy Wickabrod. 

The St. John car safety 
team will hold an inspec¬ 
tion clinic to check the 
installation of car seats 
and to help parents make 
any necessary adjust¬ 
ments. 

Car seat safety inspec¬ 
tion results from across 
Canada indicate four out 
of five children are not 
properly secured in motor 
vehicles today, and 
Transport Canada esti¬ 
mates 70 per cent of chil¬ 
dren’s deaths and injuries 


from motor vehicles colli¬ 
sions could be prevented 
if children were properly 
restrained. 

Wickabrod points out 
that though there are no 
laws in place regarding 
pets and pet restraints jg 
vehicles, should a colli¬ 
sion occur caused by the 
distraction of a pet in the 
car, drivers would most 
likely be charged with 
careless driving. 

“How frequently do we 
see vehicles driving by 
with their pets hanging 
out the window or what’s 
even worse loose in the 
back of a pickup truck? 
We say that we love our
